INTRODUCTION. 



The Petty Constables have hitherto been 
appointed in the lord's leet or sheriff's 
toam. If there was any default in holding 
the leet or tourn, or if no constable were 
appointed thereat, the justices of the peace 
were empowered at common law to appoint 
constables, that the peace might be pre- 
served. The statute 13 & 14 Ch. 2, c. 12, 
s. 15, provided, that if a constable should 
die, or go out of the parish, any two jus- 
tices might appoint another until the lord 
should hold a leet, or the next quarter 
sessions should confirm or dismiss such 
constable; and it also provided that if a 
person should continue above a year in 
office as a constable, the justices at their 
quarter sessions might discharge him, and 

put another in his place until the lord 
should hold a court. 
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10 Introduction. 

Copies of the list agreed to by the ves^ 
try are to be made out by the overseers 
and to be published on three Sundays 
next before it is returned, and the origi- 
nal or a copy is to be open for perusal of 
the inhabitants without fee during three 
weeks. 

If the overseers refuse or neglect to 
make any return, or to publish the copies 
of the list, or knowingly make a false re- 
turn, they are liable to be convicted in a 
penalty not exceeding £5. 

The overseers are to attend the justices 
at their special sessions and verify their 
return, which the justices are to revise 
by striking out the names of disqualified 
persons, and otherwise correcting them> 
and when they are corrected the justices 
are to allow the lists. 

From these lists a sufficient number of 
constables for the ensuing year ar^ to he 
chosen by the justices, so however that 
no person who has served in person or 
y^^r substitute shall be Uable to be chosen 
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until every other person in the parish 
U^ble and qualified to serve shall have 
served the office. 

The person chosen may find a substitute 
to be approved of by the justices, who 
shall be sworn in for him. If he do not, 
he must be sworn and act for the year, 
being rendered subject to penalties if he 
refuses. 

The lists of the constables appointed 
are required to be duly pubUshed to the 
justices of the division, the quarter ses- 
sions^ and their respective parishes. 

The constables so appointed are to have 
all the powers and be liable to all the 
duties of a constable within the county, 
the parts of other counties situated within 
it, and every adjoining county, but are 
rendered subject to the chief constable in 
the counties which have adopted the 
coUntii piMce act. 

Provision is made for appointments 
in the event of vacancies. If the consta- 
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ble die or become disqualified, or if the 
person chosen refuse to serve or find a 
substitute, the last constable shall con- 
tinue to serve until another shall be 
appointed and sworn. If the constable 
making the vacancy was serving as a 
substitute, the person originally chosen 
shall be summoned to attend and be sworn, 
or find another substitute. 

In the event of the justices being ob- 
liged to choose another constable, they 
shall do so out of the allowed lists. 

As there may be difficulties in the 
working of these provisions in the present 
year, it is enacted that the justices in the 
year after the parsing of the act shall 
choose substitutes to serve in case of va- 
cancies during the year of office, until 
another appointment shall be made. 

Fees, to be settled by the justices with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, are 
to be allowed to the clerks to the justices 
for the performance of their duties under 
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the act, and to the constables for their 
services, and the ajoionnt of such fees 
shall be paid by the overseers out of the 
poor rate upon the order of justices at 
their petty sessions, under such regula- 
tions as shall be made by the quarter ses- 
sions, and approved by the Secretary of 
State. 

The vestry may, however, resolve to 
have one or more paid constables ap- 
pointed at such salary as they shall resolve, 
and a copy of such resolution must be 
sent to the justices, who, if satisfied with 
the amount of the salary, shall appoint so 
many paid constables to act for the parish 
as shall be agreed upon in place of, or in 
addition to, the unpaid constables. 

These paid constables are to hold their 
office until they resign, or are dismissed 
for misconduct by the petty sessions, or 
uixtil the vestry shall rescind the resolu- 
tion. 

The salary is to be paid out of the poor 
rates. 
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After the passing of the act no consibar

Such is a summary of the provisions for 
the appointment of parish ooastables la 
future. » 

A useful enactment follows, which en- 
ables the justices at quarter sessions to 
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piH)vide lo6k*up houses for the temporary 
Gonfinement of personfi. tak^n into cus- 
tody by any coaetable, by purchasing 
lands, or appropriating premises belonging 
to the county not needed for the purpose 
to which they hnve been or were intended 
to have been applied, or by ordering the 
lock-up house of any parish to be appro- 
priated for the purpose of the act. The 
costs incurred in providing such places 
are to be defrayed out of the county rates. 
The plan of the lock-up is to be approved 
by one of the Secretaries of State, and the 
lock-up is to be within the inspection of 
the Inspectors of Prisons. 

When the justices have provided a lock- 
up house, they shall appoint a Superin- 
tending Constable to have the charge 
thereof, who shall have all the powers and 
immunities of a parish constable, and shall 
haveithe superintendence of all the parish 
constables appointed in such parishes as 
shall be ordered by such justices. Such 
superintending constable shall hold his 
office until dismissed by the justices at 
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the quarter sessions, and shall be paid his 
salary out of the county rates. 

Penalties if not paid may be recovered 
by distress, and when recovered shall be 

applied in aid of the poor rates of the 

parish in which the offence is committed. 

An interpretation is given of the words 
county y parish, and overseerSy used in the 
statute. In reference to the latter, it is 
probable that some inconvenience will be 
felt if the interpretation be carried out in 
all the places of the act where the word 
occurs. 

This clause empowers the justices to 
appoint persons to act as overseers for 
extra-parochial places not added to the 
adjoining parish. Although the language 
is general, it is probably meant that they 
are only to act as such for the purposes of 
this act.

(d) Able-bodied appears to signify free from permanent 
or long enduring mental or bodily infirmity. In sect. 10 
it will be seen that the justices are to strike out the names 
of men disabled by lunacy or imbecility of mind or by 
deafness, blindness, or other infirmity of body.
